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CHAPTER r 


general and political 

1 . Bounaary-Kushalgarh Chiefship is situated in the Southerfi most 
limits of Rajputana between 23 degrees, 4 minutes and 23 degrees, 20 
minutes North Latitude, and 74 degrees. 17 minutes and 74 degrees, 7*1 
minutes East Longitude. It is a hilly Chiefship bounded on the North by 
Hanswara, Rutlam and Sailana States, on the East by Rutlam and Jhabua 
States, on the South by Jhabua and Indore States and on the West by 
the Panch Mahals Districts cf the Bombay Presideucy. 

a Area, population and ReVenue-The area of the Chiefship approxi- 
mately amounts to 346 square miles. Its population according to the Census 
of 1921 is 29162 and the gross revenue calculated on the average of 
last five years is Rs. 144017. 

3 * The Chief and the Raj Familp -Shreeman Raoji saheb shree Ran* 

jitsinghji is the present chief, i>e. ruler of the chiefship, who succeeded 
his father Shreeman Raoji Saheb Shree Udaisinghji on the 17th January 
1916, and is in the 42nd year of his age. The Chief's family belongs to 
Ramsiugot Mertia branch of the Rathor Rajput clan of Jodhpilr ( Marwar ) 

and has been in the possession of the Chiefship fcr the last 12 generations, 
since' Akherajji, the founder, who is said to have conquered the territory 
in sambat year 1711 ( A. D. 1654) and subsequently iounded the town of 
Ivushalgarh in memory of a Bhil Chieftain named Euslila, whom Akherajji 
is said to have killed. The family is connected by marriage ties to 
liansi ( MewUr ), Ivadana ( Gujrat ), Bari Sadri ( Mewar Kundla ( Jhalawar ) 
and Khajurgaon U. P. 

Itaj Kunwar Brij Bebari Singbjee, the heir apparent is in his 19 th year, 
who is rfow learning administration work here. 

Shreeman Raoji Saheb was also blessed with a second son. Kunwar Bharat- 
singhji in the month of November 1932 from the Junior Rani .Sahcba of Kundia 
wala. 

There arp four Jagirdars in the Chiefship, viz., of Tambesra, Churjb.ir, 
Mokampura.and Ohhotisarwa, who an provided wiihjagirs for their maint( nance 
on conditions of fuedal service, they all being decendants of the Chiefs 
family. 



« Principal. Events.- Shreeman Raoji Saheb paid visits to Major 

Field, .1. A. the late Political’ Agerit, Solitherri 'Rajputana Stdtesj ht Reemuch 

in the month of October 1922 and to Major H. R. N. Pritchard, O. B. E 

I. A., Political Agent Southern RajpUtSoa States at Dungarpur in the months 
of December 1922 and February 1923 and at Mt. Abu in the month of June 
1923. He also paid visit to the Hon’ble the Agent to the Governor General 
in Rajputana at Mt. Abu in the month of June 1923. 

chapter II. 

REVENUE AND FINANCE. 

The Chiefship is divided in to three Tehsils for Revenue ptirposes. viz::- 

I“. Tehsil Maiyad or Sadar Tehsil. 

II. -Tehsil Doon<,ra comprising Pargnas of Dodngra aftd Himalgarb. 

III. -Tehsil Patan comprising paragnas of Patan and Ranga. 

The total numbjr of villages is 310, out of these 204 villages are in 
Khalsa and the rest are in Jagir and Muafi -The actual recovery of the 
land revenue of the Khalsa villages amounted to Rs 32775/- against Rs. 
29608/ in the previous year. 

CHAPTER in. . ... 

Legislation.- Tfi all caSes, CiVil artd Criminal, Justice is administered 
according to laws in force in British India with such modifications as are 

o 

necessary to meet local requirements; circular orders, and notif.cations being 
issued from time to time to that effect. Appendix II shows the ■ laws and 
Regulations that remained in force in the Chiefship during the year. 

Military Force.-No Military Force is maintained in the, Chiefship. 

Police.- The police strength stood at 86 and in addition to this a 
small force is stationed in and maintained at the expenses of the Jagirs 
of Tambesra, Churabar, Mokampura and Chhoti sarwa; the strength of 
which is about a dozen. Thus on the whole there is one police man 
for every 3! square miles and 297 inhabitants of the whole chiefship. 
The actual cost of the police establishment came to Rs. 9l67-against 
Rs* 9431-of last year. 

Criminal Justice-Criminal justice was administered by the following 
courts and by certain jagirdars, who exercised -specially limited povyers 
of a third class magistrate in only those cases in which the parties were 
the ryots of their jagirs and the offences were of trivial nature:— 

V. I ) The Court of Mahekma khas, which tries sessions and such 
other cases that a first .class magistrate is not .competant to 
try and exercises appellate and revisional jurisdiction in 
cases dealt with by all other courts in the chiefship. 
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( TI ) The court of the 1 st class magistrate. 

(Ill) The courts of the Tehsildars of Dungra. Patau, and 
Maiyad, who are invested with powers of a Third Class Magistrate, 

Appendices VII VlII, and IX show the number of crimes committed 
and the sentences awarded by the various courts. 


Civil Justice -The woik was carried out by the following courts 
of the Chiefship, besides certain jagiidars who hear civil suits up to the 
value of Rs loo/- 

I. Mahekma khas which exercises appellate and revisional powers. 


II Civil Judge, who is also the 1 st class magistrate, hears civil 
suits of all kinds and values of the Maiyad of Sadar Tthsil and such 
others as the Tehsildais of Dungra and patan are not competent to hear. 


III The Tehsildars of Dungra and Patan who are invested with 
powers to hear civil suits of the value not exceeding Rs, loo/- 

The details of the \york are given in appendices X, XI and XI I. 

Extradition.-During this Year the Chiefship surrenderd one accused 
to Banswara, one to Rutlam and one to Jhabua while the Chiefship 
received five accused Irom Rutlam and one from Jhabua. 

Border Court.-No meeting of the court was held during the year. 


Prison— Biere is one central Jail at Rushalgarh which is provided 
with suitable separate quarters for male and female prisoners. During the 
period under report 48, persons were confined in the Kushalgarh central 
Jail and their daily average came to 24. 


Registration.- In this year 16 documents were registered again-t 
21 in last year, and the value of proptity registered amounitd to 
Rs. 4719/- against Rs. 5023/-* in last \ear. 

Municipalitiy.-The income is derived from import duties of 
customs and from miscellaneous ta.xes of -easements etc. The income for 
the year amounted to Rs. 2134 ag.ninsi Rs. 1635 in last year. 


The conservancy and street lighting work was done satisfactorily. 
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CHAPTER IV. 


Weather and Crop.-There was 30 inches and 66 cents of rainfall 
in this year. Kharif crops have been harvested twelve annas ( 75 percent ) 
in the rupee; and prospects of Rabi crops are exnected to be the same. 
The details of lainfall and prices of different commodities are given in 
appendices, XVII and XVIII respectively,

Excise. — The excise work is carried on according to the Madras 
System. There were 34 shops during this year and the income amounted 
to Rs. 28231 against Rs. 29138 in the previous year. The income of .^bkari 
is gradually falling every year as is the case with the surround’ing Stales. 

The sale of opium, Ganja and Bhang is conducted under Stale 
monopoly system, the proceeds of winch amounted to Rs. II648, 

Agricultural Stock.-The details of agricultural stock are given in 
appendi-x XX. 

Forest.-The income under this head came to Rs. l78o against 
Rs. 2022 of last year, 

Customs.-There are lo Nakas and the income from this source atnounted 
to Rs. 25123 against Rs. 17718. 'i he increase is due to good harvests 
reaped this year. 

Public Works. -The total expenditure in this department came to 
Rs 2359 against Rs. 9659 of last year. 

Post and Telegraph office. The work of post and telegraph office was 
satisfactory. The Chiefship had to pay Rs. 86/-for working and maintenance 
of the telegraph line to and office at Kushalgarh for the year 192 1-22. 
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Mint.-No coins were niinted in KusbalgarK;

The receipt* and ekpeUditure including both ordinary and extraordinary 
amounted to Rs. i48984/-and Rs. 148820' respectively as compared with 
Rs. 121797/- and l2lo95/- Of the last yeair.

Dispensary.-4ri3 outdoor and 2 indoor patients wefe treated in the 
Kushalgarh dispensary in this year and the total expenditure under this head 
amounted to Rs. 1950/“ against Rs. 862 of the previous year.
